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A TRIBUTE TO ACTIONS OVER WORDS 


A.L.E: Complete Diary of Actions is the first attempt at compiling the complete history of re- 
corded A.L.F. actions—from lab raids to paint bombs—in one collection. This is the unwritten 
history of an underground movement that rises to the call of non-human animals, rescuing 
them through direct or indirect means under the cover of darkness. With this collection, we 
wish to offer historians and activists the first attempt at a comprehensive resume of the U.S.’s 
most prolific underground movement, and the last hope for thousands of animals each year. 


The information compiled here was pooled from numerous sources. Every effort was made to 
verify the accuracy of the data, and ensure the thoroughness of this timeline’s scope. It can be 
speculated that reported actions represent but only a portion of all A.L.E (and other) activity. 
This is not presented as an all-inclusive list. Instead, it attempts to collect all actions reported 
to the greater movement, and many which were less publicized. 


In bringing this information together in one place, some points become evident. The sheer 
prolificness of underground activists in this 30-year old movement is immense, with over 1,500 
recorded actions in 40+ years. For all this activity, fewer than 40 activists have been arrested. Of 
those, only a small handful have served any substantial amount of prison time. The cost/benefit 
calculation is clear: for the animal liberation movement, the A.L.E represents a net gain. 


‘The actions here are diverse, in both tactics and impact. Look closely at this timeline, and 

it will tell a story. Direct action trends corresponding to above-ground campaigns. Cells 
building their skill level, evolving their tactics, and disbanding for reasons unknown. We see 
expertly coordinated lab raids of the 1980s fading to the surge of small-scale property dam- 
age of the mid-1990s, the further surge of fur farm raids, the return of the lab raid, and the 
gradual fading of lower-impact retail-level actions into the less numerous, yet higher-impact 
actions in the era of this timeline’s end. 


‘The greatest power of the Animal Liberation Front perhaps has yet to be realized. While U.S. 
history has not yet shown us a focused direct action campaign that has collapsed an entire 
industry and rid it from this earth forever, no movement should scale it’s hope to the limits 
of recorded history, but instead to the boundless potential of the unwritten future. 


Every activist who attended an anti-fur demo this year pairing off and visiting a fur farm 
would guarantee there were no fur stores to protest next year. Every person who dined at a 
vegetarian restaurant today pairing off and visiting a slaughterhouse tonight would ensure 
every restaurant was vegetarian tomorrow. And every person who refused an animal tested 
product today striking a high-impact blow against animal experimentation tonight would 
guarantee a more hopeful future for all of vivisection’s victims. 


This is the story of those who make animal liberation a reality.

HOW TO USE 


Significant Actions 
Actions in bold are highlighted for their significance. I deemed an action 
significant if it had one or more of the following qualities: 


e Directly saved animals (“live liberation”) 
e Aimed for maximum damage (through fire or other thorough means) 
e Highly strategic (small actions that were high-impact) 


Unclaimed Actions 

Each year, numerous incidents are recorded at animal abuse targets, for which 
no claim of responsibility is made, and for which police and the FBI can 
identify no clear cause or motive. Only those behind these incidents know 
their true motives: animal liberation, or something strictly apolitical. Pooled 
from media reports and other sources, significant examples of these un- 
claimed actions have been included. 


Listing unclaimed actions is not to be taken as speculation of an animal 
liberation motive. Rather, I wish to offer history what may potentially be a 
broader and more accurate view of the scope of underground animal libera- 
tion activity. 


ANIMAL LIBERATION FRONT GUIDELINES 
- To liberate animals from places of abuse, i.e. fur farms, 
laboratories, factory farms, etc. and place them in good 
homes where they may live out their natural lives free 
from suffering. 


- To inflict economic damage to those who profit from the 
misery and exploitation of animals; and 


- To reveal the horror and atrocities committed against 
animals behind locked doors by performing non-violent 
direct actions and liberations.

Group protests slaughter of rabbits for medical research

HAYWARD — The Animal Liberation Front 
took blame for a “Happy Easter” raid at a 
rabbit-breeding company Sunday to protest the 
slaughter of rabbits for medical research, furs 
and meat 

The underground group, which has claimed 
raids at other breeding companies and animal 
research facilities. said it freed 73 rabbits be- 
cause it has “a moral responsibility to end all 
forms of animal abuse.” 

Alameda County Sheriff's Sgt. Rich Sabo said 
whoever pulled the pre-dawn break-in at the 
Nitabell Rabbitry left a message in red spray 
paint on some hutches: “See you next year 
Happy Easter. Liberate the Rabbits.” 

Margo Tannenbaum, president of Action for 
Animals in San Bernardino, called The As- 
sociated Press in San Francisco to read a state- 
ment she said she received from the Animal 
Liberation Front claiming responsibility for the

The statement said the raid was meant to save 
rabbits “destined to be tortured in painful experi 
ments” and added that the ALF “will continue to 
liberate animals from research units until all the 
vivisectors’ (sic) laboratories are empty.” 

Mike Westervelt, owner of the rabbitry, said 
the company sells about 80,000 rabbits a year for 
meat, fur and medical research and has about 
5,000 rabbits right now, including about 600 
mothers and babies. 

“These animals are not wasted,” he said 
“They're used for research of cancer, kidney 
diseases, AIDS, herpes and birth defects. Look at 
all the hundreds of thousands of people on 
dialysis. We need that research.” 

He said the ALF is “just out there to make 
publicity and make it seem like we're killing the 
Easter bunny.” 

Westervelt disputed the number of rabbits the 
raiders stole, saying they took about 25, some of 


them only 10 weeks old and others 2 to 3 years old 
that were used for breeding stock or growing 
pharmaceutical antibodies 


The older rabbits, he said, weighed 10 to 12 
pounds and were worth a couple of hundred 
dollars each, while the younger ones were worth 
about $15 apiece. He estimated his total loss at “a 
couple of thousand dollars.”

Police believe the fire, which 
caused an estimated $150,000 
damage to Childers Meat Co., 
may be arson-related. 

The fire was reported by a 
passerby who noticed the flames 
and called 911 at 3:13 a.m. About 
40 firefighters were called to the 
blaze, which took about three 
hours to control. 


Fire Marshal Mike Thrapp 
said the fire originated in two 
places outside: the office build- 
ing at the front entrance and on 
the building’s west side near a 
natural gas line.

— The University 
of lowa’s Seashore Hall and Spence 
Laboratories will be closed until at 
least after Thanksgiving break be- 
cause of “extensive vandalism” in 
offices and psychology laborato-

The vandalism focused on labo- 
ratories on a locked floor where 
animal research is conducted pri- 
marily by the behavioral and cog- 
nitive neuroscience division of the 
psychology department. The in- 
truders took an unspecified num- 
ber of mice, rats and other animals, 
damaged more than 30 computers, 
dumped hazardous chemicals and 
caused “tens of thousands of dol- 
lars” in damage, according to 
Uof I police. 

Until the completion of an in- 
vestigation by FBI and other au- 
thorities, and until officials remove 
hazardous materials dumped dur- 
ing the incident, the building will be 
off limits. Classes will be resched- 
uled in alternate locations.

Thirteen beagles used for medical research at UC 
Irvine have been stolen, apparently by an animal 
rights group that said it broke into the campus kennel 
and freed the dogs to spare them the “pain and misery” 

‘of more research. 

The dogs, housed in an outdoor kennel at the 
university’s North Campus, are believed to have been 
taken Friday night but were not discovered missing 
until Saturday afternoon after a group calling itself the 
Animal Liberation Front delivered a typewritten note 
and photograph to The Times’ Orange County offices. 

“This liberation was to protest UCI's growing use of 
animals in fraudulent medical research, research 
nothing will come of except pain and misery to humans 
and non-humans alike,” the note said. 


Masked Man Holds Dog 


The color photograph showed a beagle being held by 
a person wearing a blue ski mask. Protruding from the 
dog's forehead was a diode, a plastic tube commonly 
used to attach electrodes in brain research. 


Although the note said 10 dogs had been taken, 
campus police said 13 beagles were missing. 

“Apparently someone cut through two locks, drove a 
van or something around the back of the kennel, 
loaded them up and took them away,” said Michael 
Michell, chief of UCI's campus police. 

Unlike similar cases at other universities where 
animal rights activists have stolen animals and trashed 
the adjoining research centers, Michell said there 
appeared to be no damage to research offices. 

“This is different from what they [Animal Liberation 
Front] usually do,” Michell said. “They usually tear the

place up pretty good.” 

Kathy Jones, a UCI spokeswoman, said it was the 
first time that the university had suffered such a 
break-in. In April, 1986, she recalled that 10 animal 
rights activists were arrested at the North Campus 
during a protest against the use of animals in medical 
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
